Lord Derby on the Coming 
Boom. _ 


The Barl of Derby (president) | 
in moving the report and accounts 
of the British Emperia! Council of 
Commerce in London, dwelt on 
the necessity for extending 
Colonial trade. He said he 
sympathised so much with the 
work of that council because it 
was the body which kept alive: 
the work done by the conference} 
avery three years. It wase very 
good thing to bare somebody to 
carry.on the wort. How ofted

We 
cmoustdo everything we cap Co 
increase our trade—not witb 
foreign countries alone, but with 
all our brothers and sisters in the 
colonies over the sea.” .

Apparently the type of 
Constitution most in favour is 
that of a federated State of au- 
tonomous provinces--what may 
be called the United States plan. 
This, while no donbt open to 
objections, like al} human instita- 
tions, would probably be the bast, 
provided only that it was coc- 
scientiously worked by all parties. 
Given that desiderstum:, otber 
factors are secondary, As Pope 
wrote, “for forms of government 
fools contend ™: the right spirit 
is the chief thiry. Still, in the 
sircumstances of the case, the 
form of government alluded to 
above seema as promising as any. 

We are moved to these ob- 
servations by a Canton report}" 
which credits Chan King-ming 
with baviog “prepared the 
draft of a federal Constitution.

Kowloon Water. 


It there ste any residents of 
Kowloon who have~been drink- 
ing water from the mains witbaut 
first boiling it, they will probably 
now, as & result of thastatements 
woade at Tuesday's Sanitary Board 
maeting, change their habits. It 
appears that slight. impurities 
have bean detected by the bac- 
tericlogist, bat that these have 
notbing whatever todo with the 
discoloration af the water which 
has been so’ apparent of late. 
The explanstion seems to he that, 
following the Iong drought, the 
heavy rainfall of last week.result- 
ed ir foreiga mattes being carried 
into a teservcir. the filter-beda of 
which were not able to function 
effectively owing to the pres- 
ance of considerable silt. 
Whilst not. -in any _way 
wishing to suggest that there is 
any marked danger to health 
from the use of the water, it 
would have been of interest to the 
pablic to have learned the exact 
nature of the repost of the 
bacteriologist, who merely.com- 
ments od the ‘unsatisfactory 
condition. ' The suggestion of boil- 
ing the water does not come from 
him, but froma Water Authority 
official. However, we have the 
assdrance of the Medical Officer 
of Health thatithe’water js safe to 
use and Kowloon residents should 
be relieved thereby, To make 
doubly sure.it might be as well to 
filter as wallas boil the water.

A TITLED NONAGENARIAN, 


With Mr. Gladstone 33, 
Years Ago. 


Lord Eversley. the veteran 
Liberal statesman, and the only 
surviving member of, Lord 
Russell's Government cf 1863.6, 
teached his 90th. birthday [ast 
month. 

Better known—to the Iast geo 
eration, at least--as Mr. Shaw- 
Lefevre, Lord Eversley is the 
originator of the = aj 
telegram of old. 

Born in 1832, the son of Sir J. 
G. Shaw-Lefevre,, Clark of the 
Parliaments, and nephew , of 
Viscount Eversley, Speaker of 


Steamship Co, Lid. (Nihon Kisen 
Kabushiki Kaisha), for the re- 
covery of over Y2.800,000 which 
bad been advanced an account of 
a contract to build ships which 
the company never executed. Tha 
case is a characteristic item in 
the history of a couple of yoars* 
feverieh activity in shipbuilding 
by which Japan made a profit of 
many millions of yen as a reault 
of the war. Some extraordiasry 
things were done in those times: 
The Kawasaki Yard, for instance, 
did some remarkeble wark, break- 
ing the record for speed, it was 
claimed, in the time taken from 
the Isying of & keel to the launch- 
ing pf a big‘steel bull. The 
achieverseats of some other con- 
cerns were hardly so creditable. 
There were a number of cases 
where ships had been Luilt toorer 
and, when finished, were sald toa 
higher bidder instead of tha con- 
tract being folflkd. When a nom- 
ber of sbips were ordered for 
America, the stipulation was 
toade not only that a high price 
should be paid, but thas three 
times the necessary amount of 
materials should be suppliad be- 
fore the work was undertaken. 
This was a piece of bard bargain. 
ing which cost some of the ship. 
builders Cear in the end, for the 
war came toa closa before they 
had completed their contracts, 
and the price of steel dropped 
beavily a9 a result. In the casa 
of the deal which is still the sub- 
ject of litigation, no attempt sp- 
pears to bave been made to build 
the ships at all. Orders were 
placed, anda large sum of money 
wes taken in advance, on the 
pratence that matorials had to be 
bought.
